Confronted with the possibility 
that Andover may have to get along 
permanently without two of the 
three wells that augment the town’s 
major reservoir, the Board of 

has authorized Manager 
Richard Bowen to determine what 
sort of filtration plant must be 
constructed to handle purification 
of river water for the municipal 
supply and bring in estimates for 
the cost of construction, 

The board madeits request after 
Bowen announced publicly that two 
wells in Ballardvale have been 
inactive since August because of 
the heavy content of iron and 
manganese in the water they were 
producing, The manager said that if 
the condition persists, which 
appears likely, it could cost as 
much as $200,000 to install equip= 
ment for eliminating the condition.

heavy deposits of iron and man= 
ganese apparently collected in the 
area of the wells during the five 
years of drought experienced here, 
‘penetrating the strata from which 
water was being drawn. The full 
flow of water this year has ex= 
aggerated the condition. 

Bowen said news of problems 
with the wells had not been public= 
ized before because he didn’t want 
the public unduly alarmed, and 
because officials wanted to makea 
thorough study of the possibilities, 
Hope was held initially that nature 
would correct the condition as 
water was drawn off, but so far 
this has not been the case,

board with four alternatives: 

@ The town can ignore thepro= 
blem and hope that it will goaway. 

@ It can shut the two wells 
down permanently and hope that 
Haggett’s Pond, the Abbott well 
and Fish Brook will remain full 
enough to meet demands for some 
time to come, 

@ It can install equipment to 
filter the ore-laden water, 

@ Or it can consider abandon=

German tax accountants visiting 
the IRS North Atlantic Service 
Center here Tuesday told officials 
that there are a good many ‘‘as= 
tonishing’® things about the U, S, 
tax system, but perhaps the most 
astonishing of all is the amount 
of paperwork required of the aver= 
age taxpayer. 

The spokesman for 16 con= 
sultants, representatives of anore 
ganization of 200,000 members, 
commented after a day of observa= 
tion at the data processing center 
which serves the six New England 
states and New York. ‘ 

Hubert Moeckershoff, president 
of the accountants’ association, 
told IRS Director Norman E, More 
rill he and his fellow travelers 
were most impressed by three 
things: 

@ The fact that the federal tax 
agency does not correspond with 
Most taxpayers to let them know 
that they are all clear, come 
municating only if thereis trouble.

Pike Broadens Young Horizons 


This past summer at Pike 
School, 40 young children raced 
through the fields collecting bits 
and pieces of nature and stopping 
in their journeys to notice things 
they might never have noticed 
without guidance from a staff 
trained to stimulate the awareness 
of a lively group of Young Exe 
plorers,.

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Editorial Comment 


Inconsistent 


Andover is paying its superintendent and assistant 
superintendent of schools salaries totaling $33,200 an- 
nually. Not an inconsequential sum. 

Taxpayers may well wonder why, however, when they 
.have just witnessed the action of the School Committee 
majority in overriding the judgment of these top profes- 
‘sionals in our educational system with a vote to include 
a request for a 400 pupil auditorium in the specifications 
for the 24-room addition to the West School that was voted 
by Town Meeting this past summer. 

Both Supt. Erickson and Asst. Supt. Clapp told the board 
that a 300-seat auditorium would be large enough to meet 
educational needs for the some 900 youngsters that will 
be housed on the West campus when it is enlarged. But 
Chairman Galbiati and Committeemen Fitzgerald and 
Doherty came to the conclusion that the administration 
was being overly conservative. 

It appears logical to avoid at the West complex the 
sort of multi-purpose cafetorium that the town has built 
into its smaller elementary schools for, as the adminis- 
trators pointed out, there would be little time left for 
educational use of a room that had to be put together and 
pulled apart for the serving of three shifts every day. 

It is difficult also to, quarrel with the idea of a 300 seat 
sloping-floor auditorium which would be suitable for 
audio-visual presentations as well as large group instruc- 
tion and assemblies. 

But more than this does not make sense. 

The town needs a large, centrally located auditorium 
and it will eventually have to build one in conjunction 
with the new senior high school. The Town Meeting that 
chopped the auditorium from the original plans for that 
building was sticking its head in the sand. 

There is not sufficient demand for public meeting rooms, 
however, to warrant construction of auditoriums in elemen- 
tary schools that exceed the requirements of the school 
department. 

It seems this should have occurred to a School Com- 
mittee that just instigated an investigation of school con- 
struction costs in Andover. It is the educational specifica- 
tions, after all that are the biggest single factor in 
determining the size of the price tag for a new school. 


Public Recourse 


What is it that the Andover Education Assn. is de- 
manding for the professional teaching staff of our public 
schools in contract bargaining sessions with members of 
the School Committee? 

Apart from the fact that they want a $6400 minimum, 
nothing is known. 

Neither the School Committee nor the AEA has a right 
to keep this information from residents of the town, par- 
ticularly from those who are tax-paying property owners. 
The public ought to know what is being requested in time 
to register opinions about what the outcome ought to be 
before the contract is signed, sealed and delivered. 

It is true that the School Committee was elected to re- 
present the public, but it does not have the authority to 
stand in the way of public discussion of public business. 

If there are those on the School Committee who believe 
otherwise , voters should retaliate at the polls when those 
who advocate secrecy make a bid for re-election.

Nature’s Ways 


Ancient Gingko Tree Is A Puzzler

Why the earth’s oldest living 
tree species has no wild relatives 
seems a mystery, 

On any college campus, in many 
cemeteries and along some streets 
in New England one may find the 
ginkgo, sometimes known as the 
Chinese maiden-hair tree, 
Botanical treatises usually refer 
to the tree as a native of China or 
Japan, But the statement is not 
accurate, What the authors really 
mean is that the horticultural or 
cultivated ginkgo trees that we 
know came from stock imported 
from that region of Asia. For the 
truth is that there is not a single 
wild stand of ginkgo trees growing 
anywhere in the world today, Nor 
has there been, apparently, within 
the memory of mankind. 

Were it not for the fact that 
fossils indicate that the same 
ginkgo tree we know today was 
growing in exactly the same way 
200 million years ago, one might 
suppose that Chinese or Japanese 
gardeners had created the tree 
from some other species. That is, 


one might suppose so if he did not 
understand the physiology of trees. 
But the structure, and particularly 
the seed structure, of the ginkgo 
hints as clearly as the fossil re= 
cord that it was among nature’s 
early experiments in tree design, 
Its fan-shaped, pale-green leaves 
have an odd texture, Its fruit looks 
like a brown, rotted cherry = but 
is quite different from a cherry. 
It is one of the ancient ‘‘naked 
seed*® forms, moreclosely related 
to the seed of a pine that acherry. 

The finding of fossils lends an 
extra dimension of mystery to the 
ginkgo’s long history. The fossil 
leaves and fruits have been found 


‘in stone across the Arctic from 


Alaska to Spitzbergen and as far 
south as England, 

A fossil record a half-a-world 
away from recent living trees 
suggests that the ginkgo once hada 
world-wide dispersion. Ice age 
glaciers supposedly wiped out all 
but the Asian remnant of the 
species. 

The real mystery of the ginkgo, 
however, centers upon why it no 


longer can be found in the wild. 
Indeed, in view of the many unusual 
qualities that fit it for modern 
living, one must wonder why 
it failed to recover from the glacier 
catastrophy as so many other 
species have, 

For instance, the ginkgo not only 
seems impervious to insects but 
also resists that even moredisas= 
trous destroyer of trees, the fungi. 
It grows readily from seeds, 
cuttings, graftings or layering. Its 
demands are so few that it is con= 
sidered an ideal city tree, Despite 
its ancient lineage, it withstands 
air pollution better than most spe= 
cies, 

While the ginkgo does not pro= 
duce seeds until it is 20 years old, 
that is not an exceptionally long 
span to maturity for a tree. Its 
longevity, however, is exceptional, 
Many ginkgo trees have continued 
producing seeds beyond the age of 
1000 years, 

How trees of such vitality could 
have failed to maintain themselves 
in the wild creates a puzzle worthy 
of serious investigation,

I am sorry that I must disagree 
with my esteemed friend of long 
standing, Wolf Berthold, with ree 
gard to his letter in your issue of 
October 12th, Certainly, onecango 
back in history and find occasions 
when styles of architecture were 
altered because of the collapse of 
a specific architectural designina 
particular instance, However, how 
many thousands of structures of the 
same design did NOT collapse? Ace 
tually, we need not go back into 
antiquity. The news has been full of 
instances in the past few years of 
modern government buildings 
falling apart, The point is that any 
design can be structurally weak if 
the architect or the builder or both 
do not do a good job, 

The problem is really one of 
taste and appeal. New England has 
always been considered different 
for two reasons, viz. the nature of 
its people andthe colonialor tradi= 
tional housing, Both have been ad= 
mired all over the world and it 
would be a shame if either were 
altered to such a degree that its 
attractiveness and charm were to 
evaporate, 

Tourism is a good example of 
what I mean, When we travelled to 
Germany, we were not told to be 
sure to visit Bonn or Hamburg or 
any of the modern cities, We were 
told not to miss Rothenburg bee 
cause it is a little city that managed 
to keep its medieval appearance 
while advancing into the modern 
age so far as its activity and busi- 
ness are concerned, Likewise, 
when we went to Switzerland nobody 


told us to be sure to visit Geneva 
or Berne but they said, ‘*Do not 
miss Grindelwald’’, and for the 
same reason, 

I think that we are too prone to 
confuse strength and utility with 
appearance, Any kind of shell can 
be superimposed upon almost any 
kind of interior, However, too many 
folks permit themselves to be in= 
fluenced by the personal proclivi= 
ties of the architect, Another factor 
is cost and again the personal view, 
of the architect makes him state, 
albeit unwittingly, that the modern 
is the cheaper, Actually, I have 
found that the opposite may be true 
for a particular structure, andcan 
be made so for any structure if 
the architect really wishes to, 

I can say this without any re= 
servation, When we have personal 
visitors and take them around town, 
they invariably rave over the build=- 
ings which Lincoln Giles has ree 
built, and groan, ‘‘What ashame’’, 
when they see some of the depar= 
tures from the style which, per- 
haps, has been Andover’s greatest

Today’s newspaper readers 
know, when they see the word 
“dope” in newspaper headlines.

That is how it came to be applied 
to the viscid gum opium. From 
there, it was only a matter of time 
before the word became a sort of 
“generic” designation for all nar- 
cotic drugs.
